It doubled the value or purchasing 
power of all debts the American people 
owed; it depreciated at least one-half 
the value of all property that the 
American people possessed or might 
produce. The great creditor nation of 
the world in 1873 was England, and 
there tbe great bulk of American se- 
curities was owned. The United States 
was the great debtor nation. The act 
of 1873 imposed upon this country the 
mono-metalMc system of the greatest 
creditor of thla country, England. That 
system is as much a British system 
now as It wne in 1873. An American 
policy should replace this British pol- 
icy. This can only be done by restor- 
ing silver to Us constitutional place as 
a money metal. The blmetalllst asks 
nothing from government upon this 
subject except to undo tbe wrong it 
has done. He proposes no mere ex- 
pedient. He insists upon a return to 
the wise conservatism of the founders 
of the republic. The struggle for the 
return to this system has now contin- 
ued for a quarter of a century. That 
struggle must succeed. The demon- 
etization of sliver was a fraud upon 
every solvent man— a theft from every 
honest debtor, a robbery from every 
laborer and prodncer. It was done by 
avarice, and will be undone by Jnstice. 
The Democracy of Kentucky, now as 
in the past, in this contest sides with 
the struggling masses who produt* the 
wealth and pay the taxes. The Re- 
publican party now. as In the ,7Hst.

These are examples of a practice that 
la followed by railroad corporations 
air over the commonwealth wherever 
tbere is not competition by rail or 
water. At noncompetitive points rail- 
way freight charges are made In ac- 
pordance with the axiom of railway 
management once expressed by Mr. 
Wlllir.ni H. Vanderbllt, and also ac- 
eording to the rule enunciated by Mr. 
Collis P. Huntington, namely, 'All that 
the traffic wIIT bear.' 

"In the last report to the congress 
the United States interstate commerce 
sommissioners declare it to bo essea- 
lal to the prevenUng of extortion and 
discrimination by railway corporations 
In Interstate freight carrying that 
power be conferred upon that commis- 
sion to fi* maximum rates. And in 
that report the result of the want of 
this power by the commlaelon Is de- 
clared to be: 

" A gross di.scriniinatton between 
individuals and gross preferences be- 
tween localities, which alrno.^t ahvavs 
favor the strong and oppress the weak 
Probably no one thing today does »( 
much to force out the small operatoj 
an<i build up those trusts a "

'Many of the states have such laws 
a'3 was contemplated by the McChord 
bill, among them .Vel.raska. The con- 
test with reference to this matter In 
Kentucky is substantially that which 
Mr. Bryan fought In Nebraska to ob- 
tain lower freight rates for the peoplo 
hfflf ' "'!• '"1" P'event favoritism 
between Individuals and localities. TheJ 
Nebrasha -ailroad commission, undeP 
«f 'V^ °' maximum 
rates for railway freight carrying. Th« 
railway corporations contested in ■ 
courts the validity of the law 
ring the power to fix lat''-^ n 
commission, and also iu^f.^^ 
rates fixed. That litliiation v, 
ried to the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States, and there the Nelnaska law 
was adjudged valid, but the cause was 
remanded for the flxinp of a greater 
rate than that fixed by commission, 
which the "court adjudged to be too 
low. In that contest the people of Ne- 
braska vere represented by their at- 
torney, Mr. William Jennings Bryan. 

"The decision in the Nebraska case 
was rendered after the adjournment 
of the '-tdieral assembly that passed 
the McChord bill. That decision es- 
tablislies tiie proposition that was af- 
iirn;ed by the advocates of the Mc- 
Chord bill in the discussion concern- 
ing it, namely: That by conferring 
upon a railway commission the power 
to fix maximum rates no wrong can' 
come .to railway eorporatlooB, becauge

diana? Scab is the tact, lolely because 
the law permits it, and because the 
represetatives of the Republican par- 
ty in the last general assembly did the 
liildir.K of itu' lo!)byists of thf> book 
L if thtip bf auythins that ought 
e made as nearly free as air as the 
\ law can make it. it is the opportunity 
' child in the commonwealth

. Democracy of Kentaeky af- 
firms that it la as true now as it was 
when Jefferson wrote it Into the Dec- 
^ lii.ritinn of Independence, that govern- 
) n.'iA.^ 'l.iivo their just powers from 
, tb' (c'^^ent of the governed.' and that 
this applies to all peoples everywhere. 
They affirm that . this nation should

If ap- 
proved, would have given s large cla.«s 
of employes who dally hatard their 
lives, for an Inconsiderable compensa- 
tion, In a public service, the same rl«ht 
that the law gives the traveler npnn 
the highway. The gross discrimina- 
tion that this bill would have ellmln- 
Rtcd from our law was removed from 
the law of Kneland 20 years ago by a 
bin offered by Mr. Gladstone. 

"The governor even vetoed the bill 
reqtilriiig railway ccKpanies to carry 
bicycles as baggage. 

As to Newepiiper Support. 

"In view of this record of the Repub-
